* The climination of Bulgaria ‘as a belligerent already has atte 
Here and there Bulgars niay continue to fight azainst the allies fora la 
while because they are in isolated groups who have not réceived word of the 
armistice, or becaute their German officers or associated German troops refuse 
to allow them to quit. It is likely that-Bulgaria was maintaining an army. of 








250,000 men, constituting the main forces representing the Teutonic combin- 
ation in Macedonia. The front they held protected Austria-Hungary from 
invasion fromthe south and Turkey’ from invasion from the west. The com. 
plete destruction of this barrier involved in the surrender or disarming of all 
the Bulzar forces and the surrénder to the Allies for military purposes of all 
the railways. and strategic points in Dulgaria, therefore, constitutes’ a grave 
peril for Constantinople and for Buda Pest and Vienna. These capitals pre- 
viously were in a state of desperation, owing to war exhaustion, and jt-is 
doubtful whether they have either the will or the material resources to meet 
the new danger.

Says Bulgar of Turk] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Bulgaria 
will be friendly to any allied moves 
against Turkey, and will be practical 
ly on the side of the allies for the re. 
mainder of the war, Bulgarian Minis- 
ter Panaretoff told the United Press. 

Turkey will be forced to sue for 
peace or moot an allied attack on 
Constantinople, he said. An allied ad- 
vance over the Sofia railway toward 
Adrianople can be expected at uny 
time, he declared. 

“Winning of Bulgaria to the. allied 
side is a great gain,” Minister Panare- 
toff declared. ‘It will have its effect on 
Turkey. Turkey will be obliged to sue 
for peace as Bulgaria haa done or to 


meet an allied attack on Constantin-|— 


ople. 

“The fact that the allies in their 
demands have asked, " according to 
despatches from Paris to Londoa, 


that the Bulgarian raflways should be , 


under their control, points to the fact 
that Bulgaria will be friendly to any 
allied military operations.”

‘The 
men were delighted with the privi- 
lege of chatting with thefr late Gov- 
ernour-General, who, on hia arrival 
showed his kindly, thought for their 
comfort by asking that they might 
stand at ease. He inquired if there 


were any members of Princess Pa-} 


tricla’s -Canadian™ Light, Infantry 
Present, and had quite’a long talk 
with each of them. There are now 
about 500 Canadians at Wood, 
aod the duke, addressed them az fol-

“Iam very giad to have this oppor- 
tunity of seeing you.

All of you have been Wounded, more 
or less severely, and all have’ done 
aplendid service.

You have deen in many 
hard-fought engagements, and I am 
sure that all. Canadian regiments 
have done exceedingly well, and hare 
every reasom to be proud of all the 
good work done, However charming 
Bear Wood may be, I only wish you 
may not be here too long, and ‘that 
those who go home soon will find all 
their people well, and proud of the 
fine work that you have done,” 


‘Women In Parilament. 


The decision reached by the law 
officers of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land that women, although having 
the franchise are not entitled to be 
come candidates for the British Par- 
Mament has beep received with con- 
siderable interest in Ottawa.

Influenza is an acute communicable 
diseast, and is contracted by" coming 
ia contact with the secretions from the 
hose, throat, and mouth of a person, 
who is ill with the disease. For this 
teason every ¢ffort should be made to 
avoid such contact, This tiay be done 
as follows: 


1. The person who is taken ill must 
mo to bed promptly. Early “going to 
ted minimizes the danger of tho dis- 
case. Furthermore, he is thus removed 
from association with bealthy persons, 
He should be provided with his own 
toilétSarticles, eating and drinking 
utensils,’ which should be sterilized hy 
boiling after use. All discharges from 
coughing and sneezing should be col. 
lected on a pices of gauze and destroy- 
ed by burning, / 

2 The attendant shonld be extreme 
ly carefal not to wipe his own face 
o¢ mouth with his hands while hand- 
ling the patient or infected articles in 
the sick room, and should clranso his 
hands with soap, water, and a nail 
brash, and held for five minutes in 
antiseptic solution (1 in 40) carbolic 
or (1 in 1,000) bichloride ‘on leaving 
the patient. In this way the atten- 
dant will protect himself from the 
disease, and if he washes his hands 
thoroughly will not carry -the diveasc 
to another, ° :

PAUL'S FAREWELL. 
Acts xx32. 

Very important lessons are present: 
ed for our consideration in this twen- 
tieth chapter of Acts, especially from 
the seventeenth verse. Doctor Luke, 
the writer, tells of Paul, the divinely 


T appointed apostle to the Gentiles, mak- 


ing his farewell address to the church 
at Ephesus. 

There are four things especially in- 
teresting and instructive to be noticed 
in this brief apostolic leave-taking. 

Firs!—The constant pastoral care he 
had exercised over the flock commit. 
ted to him. , 

Second—He had been careful to de- 
clare the whole counsel of God unto 
them, 

Thitd—The affectionate interest he 
had manifested in every response they 
made to his appeals for their fellow 
ship in the gospel, ; 

Eourth—The mutaal sorrow of pas- 
tor and people when called to sever 
the bond of union hitherto existing 
The Apostle had been pastor of the 
church at Ephesus for the space of 
three years. 

The success of his ministry, «o far 
as it concerne him, lies in the truth of 
cf the statement made to the leading 
Prvple of the church. It is always a 
great satisfaction for a servant of God 
to be able to challenge men’s opinions 

arding his fidelity to the require- 
ments of his professions, and faithful. 
ness in service. There are a few 
characters of scripture biography that 
live for our example, and also for our 
inspiration. \ 

Job could challgnge a denial of his 
integrity. Enoch walked with God, 
and when he was not, men knew that 
Ged had taken him. * 

And what shall we aay of Samucl; 
priest and prophet, and his challenge 
to the people he had served so lonz? 
What an inspiring example we hays 
in the old man as he etraightens his 
aze-bent body and says to the gather- 
ed host at Gilead: “Ihave walked be. 
fore you from my chiklhood unto th's 


day. Behold, bere I am: © Witness 
against me before the Lord, and be. 
fore His anointed: whose ox have I 
taken? or whose ass have ktaken? or 
whom have I defraudgi? ar of whose 
hand have I received any bribe to 
blind ‘mine eyes therewith, and I will 
reatore it you. And he sai unto them 
The Lord is witness against you, and 
His anointed is witness this day, that 
ye have not ought in my hand; and 
they answered, He is witnesa.’’

heed to their conduct toward the whole} 
flock, and ‘earnestly cautioned them 4 
against the danger of letting anything 
lessen their zeal and faith in the fos- 
pel. of Christ. 4 

Amd! now, as having closed his min- 
istry to them, he commends them to 
God and tothe word of Hia - grace, 
which he declares is able to build 
them up and to give them an inherit- 
ance among all them which are nanc- 
tified. Paul must leave the church at 
Ephesus to follow divine appointment. 
Our God: often leads His servants by 
ways they would not- of themselves 
choose. Paul must leave the people 
in whom he is deeply interestod,. but 
his master will remain with them, if 
they continue to trust and honor Him. 
The servant can leave them in the 
good hands of his master. 

These people were in great sorrow. 
We read: *They wept sore.” | 

Very likety they realized what great 
lancer there waa in-that wicked\ city’ 
for them and their children, and their 
church, surrounded as they were by 
heathen god« and goddesses, and the 
influences of their licentious worship, 
and vile orgies.

problem, said’ the Minister of Labor. 
has baffled the skill of the most cap- 
able statesman. Nowadays much is 
being spoken and written . regarding 
labor unrest, but this tate of affairs 
ie not peculiar to Canada. Before the 
war, it was a’ world-wide condition 
since that time. ,it has become more 
tuarked. In Canada, labor disturban- 
ces during the war hare been less nu 
merous and ‘Jess serious than in any 
other, part of the British empire. In 
1916 alone there were 581 strikes in 
Fogland; in 1917, 688 strikes in which 
a total of 5,500,000 days were Jost, In 
the United States, during the first 
year of the war, there were 1,483 

. strikes, as compared with 43 in Can- 
ada. In the second year the U. S. 
had 3,425 strikes and Canada 75. 

“While we are not “proud of the 
strikes we have had,’ declared: the 
speqker, ‘‘we have every reason to fecl 
that matters might have been much 
worse,”” 

Many causes had been assigned for 
the labor unrest, and many remedies 
avgegested. A great’ many labor dis 
tarbances in the past-few years, have 
been caused by the attitude of a few 
employers. Some of theflatter had 
refused to employ union labor; an ut- 
terly impracticable [attitude in the 
present day and: generation,

Next to the Chambly, and the La»- 
chine, it is the oldest Canadian rail- 
way and practically contemporancous 
with the latter, formed part of the 
same atophibious route, For nearly 
forty years it was quite a factor 4n 
corn ercial development; but. the rails 
of longer lines took away its traffic. 
The Canadian Northern was able to 
secure it, and has used its roadbed for 
some five miles, Some of tho old iron 
rails are still to be neen and fetched 
a higher price as’ scrap than atecl, 





On the right the edge of great out- 
crops of Anorthic Rock-known as the 
“Two Mountains’ is touched, and 
askirting. the Riviere des Chenes, the 
new Jing comes out on the shore of 
the Iako near St, Eustache. This pros- 
perous town, is the centre of a rich 
agricultural country, with a. popula- 
tion of 10,000 or more.

The two chief railways then serving 
Montreal were almost parallel and on 
both sides of them and between them 
building had gone on apace for tro 
miles or more, To parallel them would 
have been enormonsly expensive and 
destructive, and the policy of the Can- 
adian Northern in entering cities has 
been constrictire from first to last. 
The Grand Trunk Railway, coming in 
sixty years ago, naturally built or ra- 
ther acquired a surface line. To du- 
plicate this in modern times was out

The miracte of Trenton, is the one thought in the mind of crerybedy 
today alter a’ night ‘of terrifying explosions in the big munition plant 
which rocked the town, broke almost every pane of glass, and were heard 
fot miles around, While masses of fame from burning chemicals leaped 
hundreds of feet straight up in the air. The plant of the British Chemical 
Company, operated by the Britsh Munitions Beard, has been badly dam- 
aged, but the officials state that as far as they know not onc life was lost 

and no one was injured. The principal reason for. the absence of fatal- 
ities is the excellent organization and alarm system which fives every 
employee warning of impending danger. At iatervals all night long ex- 
plosions occurred, the last one being at 6.30 this morning, and the chem- 
icals wade a weird and wonderful conflagration with varied colors light- 
ing up the sky and visible for many miles. As the town rocked from the 
force of the explosions and houses trembled and glass smashed ‘the resi. 
dents became panic-stricken and picking ‘up whatever was handiest fied 
to the open country. The explosion shattered every carbon in the street 
lights and soon the town was plunged in darkness which added to the 
terror of the people. Soon m every road Icading ont of fown was crowded 
with hundreds of people, some only partly dressed, and among the throng 
were many mothers carrying their babies. Hundreds of motors also fill-| 

















ed the roads hurrying people away from the unseen terror. Halifax and 


Morgantown disasters, in which T.N.T. figured so prominently werc fresh}:

events. Families were separated in the panic and the night Was one long 
to be remembered as a hideous nightmare. 

The trouble started with a fire in the T.N.T. section-of the plant 
about seven o'clock last night and as the blaze was seen to be serious the 
siren whistle at pnce sounded the alarm and the employees had filtcen 
minutes to escape from the danger zone before the first explosion oc- 
curred. Fortunately there was not a great stock of the dreaded T.N.T. 
on hand, as it is the policy of the Sr to ship out cach day’ all 


the explosive made. 

The T.N.T, buildings went first with “terrife ‘efplctions or gl 
of fame which went straight up in the air in eéat columns of livid fire. 
Fragments of metal from the machinery and covering of the buildings 
were hurled through the air for more than a gile, while parks flew for 
‘a great distance. f

Will Not Permit 
Lies, Blackmail 


Stern Reply Fi ‘From French 
Government to Hun 
Statements 


| WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—A French 
official ¢ablegram received Wednes- 
day flatly denies the German pretenso 
that tho wanton destruction of cities 
and villages“in France and Belgium 
during the retreat of the’ German 
forces is justified by military neces- 
sity. Such an excuse is being spread 
by German propaganda, and has even 
been uttered by Foreign Minister 
Solf.

“It is an absolute falsehood, We 
know for certain that these deeds of 
vandalism, intended and premeditat- 
ed fare an odious blackmail, Cam- 
brai was mined, burned and destroy- 
ed (without military, necessity. At 
stl Quentin tho magnificent church 
is ruined, and it is only duo to the 
rapid advance that it has not been 
complytely Westroyed. In ach pil- 
lar of the cathedral a holo thirty cen- 
timetres long and twenty deep has 
been made, having been intended to 
be filled with gunpowder, = An cx: 
plosion wonld have blown up these 
pillars and caused the complete col- 
lapse of tho cathedral. . Tho allies 
will permit no blackmail and no lies 
from Germany.’’

The epidemic claimed a large num. 
ber of citizens and, the haspitals re- 
ceived as many new cases as they pos 
sibly could handle, Outside the Base 
Hospital on Gerrard Street the num- 
Yer of deaths were approximately 3, 
according to the returns of the Gen- 
eral, Grace, Western and St. Mich- 
ael's Hospitals, while these institu- 
tions among them received about 70 
patients -during the day. At the 
City Clerk’s office a total of 133 
deaths were reported to havo occurred 
from noon Saturday tiil 3 o’colck Tues 
day afternoor, .Of this number 17 
vere from the Base Hospital.

‘ disease as the result of over-cxertion, lack of sleep and consequent 
weakening of the physical powers of resistance. A number of doctors 
and nurses have died from the disease in Ontario and many “are ill 
In the General Hospital at Toronto seventy-three nurses on the staff are 
ill with the influenza, ‘at St. Michael's Hospital six nurses are ill. 
fifteen nurses at the; Hospital for Sick Children are patients,¢sixteen at 
Grace Hospital and twenty-two nurses at the Western’ are ill with in- 
fluenza. Several-nurses at Belleville hospital are in a critical condition 
and two have died. 

The heroism of the physicians and nurses in this epidemic may not 
be.commemorated by the presentation of Victoria -Crosses, but the 
medical profession should be haloed with a‘ greater dignity and respect 
in the hearts of the people for’such unselfish sacrifice and bravery jn the 
face of great dinger.

Cool Stretches of ‘Pine Trees Near 
London. 


Wherein Iles the chief charm of 
the Oxshott woods? Probably in the 
fact that these cool stretches of pine 
trees lie within fifteen miles of Lon- 
don, yet once in their depths, the 
roar of the great city seems but a 
far distant memory. A bustling and 
important little train leaves you at 
the tiny station, and In two minutes 
you are climbing a steep sandy track 
with the heather all around, and 
just abead the tall straight stems af 
the pines crowned with their bluc- 
green masses. Another moment, and 
they are all around you; and under- 
foot is the soft carpet made by sea- 
sons upon seasons of falling pine 
needles, dappled by soft gleams of 
Nght where the sun strikes through 
into wonderful patterns; and far 
above, seen through the tree tops, 
the clear blue sky of spring. 

Sometimes you come to a place 
where many trees have been felled 
and an army pf uneven stumps is all 
that remains among the heather; but 
beyond that again, arp masses of 


trees, stretching in varying tones ‘ 


away to the horizon. Or, again, one 
reaches a great sand pit, its wonder- 
ful clear ochre hue contrasting with 
the deep color of the pines; while in 
another part are big bushes of grose, 
one sheet of pure gold, and the pun- 
gent scent of the flowers flows out 
on the warm air. 

From a little knoll crowned with 
birch trees, burstng out Into their

Two Dutehman from Mciderich 
(Duisburg) have told me that last 
Sunday they attended a meeting or- 
ganized by the local Socialists, none 
but Germans being allowed in. Al- 
though Duteh, they entered with the 
throng.

The British line is now within one mife of Landrecies. Desperate 
fighting is reported in the Bols L’Eveque and the neighborhood, where 
the Germans were killed by the thousands. It appeared that the encmy 
‘had orders to hold on regardicss of the cost. The Germans apparently 
were disposed in great depth, and had several hastily constructed lines 
of defence, which they were determined to retain until defences further 
eastward were prepared so that German armies to the north and the 
south could escape. The enemy has been supported by considerable ar- 
tillery all along the front. 

To the north, the British by hard fighting established posts between 
the river and the canal cast of Escautpont. North of Fresnes some pro- 
Gress was made toward Conde against heavy and vigorous machine gun 
operations. Bruille, Lelong, Beehot and Buridoa were captured after 
strong opposition had been broken down.

Offiials of the 
Department of Agriculture whe went 
out to Ancienae Lorette on Saturday 
ta secure specimens of a plant, the 
roots of which are used dy the Indians 
with alleged good resulfe in driving 
out fever, grippe and colds, were un- 
able to accomplish their purpose) De- 
partmental nstructor Etienne Paradis 
reported to J. 1H, Lavoie, chief of the 
Horticultural Branch Department of 
Agriculture, that, on account of the 
lateness of the season, of the 
Pants, branches or flora’ were obtain- 
Whies Several samples of the roots, 
however, (were dug up and 
brought into the headquarters of the 
department, Parliament — Buildings, 
here. , 

The experts sought the plants and 
flora in order definitely to identify 
roots, From enquiries | made 
amongst: residents of the reserve and 
from deseriptigns given of the plant 
and flora, the alepartmental® author- 
ities are practically certain that it is 
oxsmorhiza—or sweet cicely. Residents 
of the reservation told the depart- 
mental officers that the roots were of 
no avail unless dug np only in. the fall 
after the plant, flora, etc,, had wither- 
ed away. It was then that the roots 
gained their full strength and develop- 
ment, The department has’taken note 
of the mattor and has advanced in its 
daily diary, a memo for next summer 
when investigators will again go to 
Lorette and secure complete specimens 
of the plant.

Publishers of daily newspapers must cease sending 
their newspapers to subscribers three months in ar- E, 
rears-unless subscriptions be definitely renewed and 

* all arrears fully paid. 


The reason for this regulation of the Paper Controller ia that it ia 
the practice of some publishers to send their newspaper until onlered 
stopped, and tis practice frequently means a failure to collect any- 
thing for subscriptions-in arrears, in which case there ie a virtual, 
waste of paper. It is to prevent paper, waste that the new regulation 
has been decided on. , & 


The manufacture of paper consumes labor, worl, coal, chemicals 
and transportation facilities, and every to vir of paper saved means just 
so much more *abor, raw materials, chemicals, frel and transportation
